MILITARY DEPARTMENT 

The work of the military depart- 
ment has been greatly intensified 
since the war began, and a new 
ROTC unit of the Signal corps has 
been established, according to the 
president. There are also several 
hundred men in the reserve corps of 
the army and navy. 

Men In the Army Enlisted Reserve 
corps have been advised by the Sec- 
retary of War to proceed with their 
studies until called: and Dr Dono- 
van said that in his opinion the 
young men in the University would 
do well to enlist In one of the sev- 
eral reserve corps units and con- 
tinue their education until they are 
called into active service. 

"If young men have good college 
records they may expect to be sent 
to training schools for further tech- 
nical training after they are induc- 
ted into the service In some cases 
they will be sent back to college

The only two Negro slio horn ar- 
tists to show Dorsey Jenny or Tea- 
garden ability are Dickie Wells, a 
Count Basie tromboi.ist. and Juan 
Tizol. affiliated with me Duke El- 
lington congregation Tizol is strict- 
ly a sweet man. His work on "Car- 
avan" convinces one that he s a real 
trombonist. Count Basie's push 
horn mi.n. Dickey Wells exhibits 
his bit on tunes like Dickie's 
Dream" and "Stardust." 

Yes. it's hard to believe that most 
Negro trombonists are one-sided 
They can either swing it or play it 
sweet.

Third — athletics develop a com- 
petitive spirit The same spirit and 
desire to win is also generated in 
the student body. The same kind of 
spirit that has already been shown 
by some of our former athletes. 
Take Capl. Torn Spickairi who was 
one of the heroes on Bataan: Lt. 
Larry Spears who is now ferrying 




bombers to England: Lt. Junior 
Jone^ who is now serving as an in- 
telligence officer in England Thes" 
are only a few of our former ath- 
le:es who are now ptrlorming bet- 
ter than average tasks for the arm- 
ed forces. It seems that we may 
Mk say that these boys are tak- 
ing xrith them from the University 
ir.ore than a degree, I letter, ar.d a 
st lawbook full of c.ip:>i:igs. 

Fourth — athletics develop in a 
boy a MMM degree ol leadership 
These boys are together every day 
and they must certainly know how 
u get along with one another in 
order to have a MMMM team 

Joe also mentioned the s rii::- - 
ness of athletic teams taking spa-t- 
on trains that should be used for 
soldiers I would like to remind 
him that travel isn't as usual and 
our athletic teams are making the 
best of the present situation. More-

Kentucky Is 
Resting Place 
For Meteors 

Since Kentucky received its first 
known celestial visitor, the meteor- 
ite, in 1839. seventeen have been re- 
ported, and the University museum 
of geology on the second floor of 
the Administration building has 
specimens of ten of these. Only 11 
of them are represented throughout 
the state— the other being in the 
collection of the public library in 
Louisville. 

The combined weight of these 
meteorites is about 612.071 i ap- 
proximately 1.325 poundsi. but the 
state has preserved only 26.360 
'26.049 here i grams of this metallic 
substance. Other states have re- 
ceived 478.701 grams, and foreign 
countries are keeping 107.010 grams 
for geologic purposes. 

For general distinction meteorites 
are classed as either aerolite or 
siderite. Only the aerolite can ac- 
tually be seen in its flight to earth. 
Thus to determine the date on 
which most meteors struck earth 
is impossible because the majority 
of them are not discovered until 
years later in some process of exca- 
vation, plowing, or the like. 

Only three aerolites have ever 
been reported in Kentucky. The first 
of these fell about 4 p. m January 
23. 1877. about nine miles from Cyn- 
thiana. It was "accompanied by the 
usual loud rumblings in the heavens 
i and its brilliant light was seen in 
Indiana. Ohio, and Kentucky. ' The 
original mass weighed about 13 
pounds and it penetrated the ground 
to a depth of 13 Inches. It con- 
tained olivine, bronzite. nickel-iron, 
troilite. and chromite. 

Twenty-five years later at 6:45 p. 
m . November 15. 1902. the second of 
the heavenly arrivals startled peo- 
ple in a belt from Ohio to the Gulf 
of Mexico. It fell about five miles 
south of Salt Lick in Bath county, 
whence its name. Bath Furnace. 
Three different pieces were found. 
One of these, a coal-black mass 
weighing 13 pounds, all of which is 
in the museum here, fell in the road 
in front of the home of Bluford 
Staton. 

The old government weather sta- 
tion, located here when this was 
known as State College, issued the 
following report on the phenome- 
non: "A meteor was seen at 6:45 
p m. It fell in the southwest and at 
an angle of about 70 
the horizontal. The

Its temperature seemed to increase 
very rapidly as it approached the 
earth, until within 50 yards of the 
earth when the combustion seemed 
•omplete." 

A local paper gives this descrip- 
tion by a professor of the college: 
"It made a long sweep through the 
heavens. ... He estimated its tall 
as having an angle of about 40 de- 
grees. It was visible for several sec- 
onds. It appeared slinhtly south of 
the moon which at that time was 
directly east of Lexington and 
about 30 degrees up . . . The tall 
of the meteor may have been in 
reality hundreds of miles long." 

Various other reports described 
its coming "through the air whiz- 
zing like a steam saw going through 
a plank" and making a hole "about 
one foot long, nine inches wide, and 
five inches deep." 

The main portion of this aerolite 
is now in the Chicago museum. 

The last meteor seen falling by 
the human eye was the Cumberland 
Falls aerolite about noon. April 9. 
1919. in McCreary and Whitley 
counties. The University has three 
of the 52 fragments recovered 

"The rumblings accompanying the 
fall were so violent that the natives 
of the region thought that they were 
being visited by an earthquake 
Observers described it as of "Smoky- 
red color with a trail of blue smoke 
behind" and it "burst into flames 
brighter than any electric light 



It is unique among meteorites be- 
cause it has two distinct types of 
stone, and in describing it Doctor 
Merrill of the National museum 
had to add a new group. "Whitley- 
ite." to the scheme of classification 

The first meteor of 1839 was found 
near Smithland in Livingston coun- 
ty. Those of which the museum has 
specimens came as follows: the Salt 
River. 1850; LaGrange. 1860; Nel- 
son county. 18660: Eagle Station 
IR80; Kenton county. 1839; Wil- 
liamstown. 1892; and Glasgow. 1922 

Most of the Eagle Station meteor 
is now preserved in the Natur His 
torische museum of
